A Few I*t*r*MI»« Pacts Ab«*t Omr

on the islaud of 'St. Tbotrms HiHl ban 
lived there for many years, contrib- 
ute* to The Independent the folKrwtng 
facts about our newest poasesslong: 


The Danish West Indies couBlst of 


the islands of St. Thomas, St. Croix 
and Si. John. They were discovered 
by CoitnnhUB on his second vpyage'in 
1493. They/are undoubtedly of volcan- 
ic origin and form a part of the Virgin 
group, lying southeast of ' Porto UlcO 
andfc directly in the track of vessels 
running between Europe and Panama 
and South America. Their total area 
is: St. Thomas, 53 square miles; St. 
Croix, 135, and St. John, 35. Tbe popu- 
lation is about 32,000. Four-fifths of 
the people are colored. The climate is 
warm, but delightful, never so hot as 
one finds it in New York at midsum- 
mer. Tim thermometer seldom goes 
above 00, and the warmth is tempered 
by the delightful easterly breeze. 
It 


is also very healthy, and the sanitary 
conditions are excellent. Yellow fever 
is verj seldom heard of. The popula- 
tion of St. Thomas in 18SO was 15,000, 
and at that time the death rate there 
was about twenty-nine for every thou- 
sand persons living. There ure three 
hobpitals and an Insane asylum in St. 
Thomas. 


Life In the islands is delightful. The 


peopli- are among the most hospitable 
on earth. The social season there be- 
uins in December and lasts till April. 
During that time the harbor of Char- 
lotte Ainalla at St. Thomas is visited 
by warbhlps of almost every nation, 
and as the olliccrs are ready always 
foi amusement ashore there are balls 
at the government house and balls at 
the bouses of the other principal peo- 
ple and more and more bulls and 
dances ot> the ships, with dinner par- 
lies, picnics and moonlight parties on 
the vater. In spite of the large share 
uf enjoyment which they get from life 
the people of the Danish West Indies 
h\o very cheaply. A line large man- 
sion, with ground anil broad \eranda, 
can be rented for $125 a month, and one 
can ha\e a good sen ant for about $5 
or S7 monthly. Food also is plentiful 
and cheap. There Is an abundance of 
veget.ibh'B and fruits. The meat comes 
from i'orlo Hico, cattle, sheep aid pigs 
being brought over alive The waters 
about the Islands are teeming \\ith the 
choicest fish, and fishing is a consid- 
erable Indtihtiy. The colored people in 
these Islands, sue the best in the West 
Indies.

UFE NEAR SOUTH POLE 


Explorer Borchgrevink Tells of 


il&i 
His Experience There. 


EXCEEDED EEOOfiD OF ALL OTHESS 


I* Spite of Manr Hardalilpa, He I* 


Auxloua to Make Further Explora- 
tion* at Unknown Land—!• Plan- 
nine: Return Trip to toe "Farthest 
South." 


Back from the frozen south, after 


getting nearer to the pole by full 500 
miles than any other man, 0. E. Borch- 
grevink, a Norwegian explorer, arrived 
In New York the other day on the 
Etruria of the Cunard line and ex- 
pressed ,his satisfaction by declaring 
that it felt like getting home. 


Although he and his associates have 


just returned from a year shut off 
from the rest of the world on a bleak 


, continent, wind swept and devoid of 


vegetation and animal life, he Is even 
now planning for a return to the far 
south, not to break a record, but to ob- 
tain information which he believes will 
.be of great value to the scientific world. 


When seen by a reporter of the New 


York llerald, Mr. Borchgrevink was 
comfortably at home at the Everett 
House. 
Although only a few hours 


ashore, he had unpacked his pictures 
and was surrounded by the trophies of 
his long trip. Gazing at a photograph 
of a limitless reach of snow and ice, he 
said: 


"Xot even those adventurous souls 


who have forced their -way close to the 
north pole can conceive the dreariness 
.eCi/that great and uuexplorable conti- 
nent that stretches away through the 


" solid seas of the far south. It is a fact 


that the cold is much greater in the 


^south than in the north. I will not at- 


tempt to explain why, although I have 
a theory of my own. 
-'«It was almost four years ago that I 
completed preparations for the voyage 
south. \Vo arrived at the ice banks in 


,4&bniary, IS'J'J. Ten of us landed our 


stores and supplies and then sont the 
ship Southern Cross back to remain a 
y«!tr in the waters about Australia. 
"VYnW we took to our sledges we were 
2,000 miles southeast of the Australian

NEW YORK, Jan. 21,—Now the stores 


Uave broken out into a perfect bloom 
of flower and leaf, with some grass 
thrown in by way of compliment, as 
the fairy Is said to have given the 
moss to the rose. All the dainty and 
filmy fabrics Intended for warm days 
are on sale, and prettier things I neyer 
saw. 


There are laces intended for full 


dresses quite as strong as the thin cot- 
tons are, and these I fancy will be the 
choice for really fine wear, as they caa 
be made with no end of ruffles and 
flounces and other fluffy trimming 
around the bottom. This kind of trim- 
ming will be a feature nest summer. 


The illustration shows a dress mad« 


of all over lace net, with a strag- 
gling pattern, over a white taffetta 
slip. The number of self ruffles may 
be a dozen or only two or three, but 
the more the merrier. Each has an 
edging of Valenciennes, and above that 
are three rows of white satin baby 
ribbon. This over the lace looks like 
silver, so lustrous it Is. At the top of 
the upper one is a milliner's roll ol 
white satin, with a row of lace gather- 
ed to ea'ch edge. This is put on in 
Vandykes, and the flounces may be 
made to conform with more or less 
precision to the outline.

Then: could be no failure, for 
the reason that 1 did not sock a record. 
No thought was given to previous ef- 
forts. We were after results, and it 
made no difference to us whether we 
went farther south than any other men 
had (lone or not. As it happened, we 
did bent all records, but that was tlie 
least of our achievements. 
We ob- 


tained information Unit more than 
paid for the hardships that attended 
the' trip. 
' "Of course it has been known for 
sixty years that a great continent is at 
the south pole, but of its physical char- 
ajsteristics not a thing is known. We 
found that no mammals live there and 
that the only form of vegetable life is 
a lichen of the same variety and 
species that is found in the far north. 


"Seals are often found on the coast 


bf/South Victorialand, but there Is no 


f, rinimal life inland. Penguins and a 


few other migratory birds appear in 
tlje spring and remain for about three 
Months. Some of the bardier varieties 
nest there, but all depart at the first 
suggestion of the coming of the in- 
tense cold. Spring comes in October. 


•wSmmer is at its best in December. At 
, the end of February there is a return 


of winter, and the change Is terribly 
sudden. 


"The warmest weather I saw brought 


~^"tee"thermometer up to just freezing; 


In the winter It was 84 degrees below 
for days at a time. For seventy-one 
days we were in absolute darkness. A 
gale continued without intermission 
for almost that entire period, the wind 


, attaining a velocity of more than 100 


miles an hour. It was not only Ira- 
possible to move about in the open air,. 


•*•'' but difficult to exist under the most 


favorable circumstances.

ing." 


"We do not think there is a Republic- 


an in congress, however hidebound in 
tbe cult of Chinese wall protection, 
who would deny those final averments 
by tbe president if Cuba had passed 
into the power of Great Britain as she 
has into the power of this country and 
her appeal were addressed to parlia- 
ment instead of to the American con- 
gress. 


But Secretary Root, who is thorough- 


ly informed by personal visitation to 
the island and by official 
reports, 


speaks yet more strongly in, his re-: 
port, as follows: 


"Tbe peace of Cuba is necessary to 


the peace of the United States; the 
health of Cuba is necessary to the 
health of the United State j; the inde- 
pendence of Cuba is lice ssary to the 
safety of the United States. The same 
considerations which led to the war 
with Spain now require that a com- 
mercial arrangement be made under 
which Cuba can live." 


This country stands today with the 


power to play the part of executioner 
or savior to Cuba. Wo can devastate

tHE LABOE AHD CAPITAL CONFLICT 


It In Due to the Oypre»«l<m of tbe 


by 
Monopoly—The 
Heal 


I* Between I^abor and Spe- 


cle.1 Privilege—Concentrate 


If people could only be iuduced to 


quit talking about a conflict between 
labor and capital, it would be a great j 
gain to economic progress and the pub- 
lic good. 


There is, ns we shall see, an appar- 


ent reason for the notion of conflict 
between thrse two; but, in truth, there 
5s not, never was and never can be a 
.tonnict between labor and capital. 


Labor is work engaged In production, 


and capital is wealth engaged in pro- 
duction. They are -natural, mutual 
helpers of each other. 


Capital as such cannot possibly be a 


foe to- labor. It is only when it takes 
a pei-nlcious partner that the taint of 
hostility and oppression becomes at- 
tached. 


This pernicious partner Is monopoly, 


or call it by what name you please, 
charter, franchise, protective tariff, fa- 
vorable location, any special privilege 
whatsoever. 


Since the beginning of economic his- j 


tory it has been monopoly that has 
oppressed the masses auu taken from 
them their just living. 


In old times kings either kept monop- 


olies hi their own hands as a means of 
squeezing money from tbe people's la- 
bor or gave them to their favorites. 


In modern times monopolies are got 


and kept by partial legislation or by 
actual bribery of parliaments, senates, 
congressesj^tcglslatures and city coun- 
cils. 


Monopolies give the power of amass- 


ing wealth so easily and effectively 
that they have always been sought 
after. They have been sought after so 
eagerly that human nature has not 
been able to resist the foulness of any 
means for gaining the advantage they 
give. 


The conservative New York Evening 


Post saidvj-ecently that tbe cause of 
bad government in that city lay in the 
rich combinations that bad special 
privileges.1''This is true of New York. 
It Is true-dfc'every city in tbe country. 


Find oiit what it is that men are 


willing to teribe for, and you will find 
what it i? ffyat is tbe cause of corrupt 
government. 


Xo, the legitimate use of capital is 


not the trouble in the industrial world. 
IIow cou'ld it be under free conditions? 
Capital cannot oppress or rob thework- 
ingman unless it has its foot planted 
on some monopoly privilege, with the 
accompanying power which this gives. 


The fact'that some capital is allied 


with monopoly helps other capital to 
be oppressive, so that there is appar- 
ent reason for the cry that capital is 
against labor; but at bottom the real 
trouble lies in special privileges and in 
their powerful influence over all the 
relations between capital and labor. 


Let us, then, in our talk speak of the 


conflict not of labor and capital, but 
of labor alid privilege. We speak cor- 
rectly when we talk of tbe very rich 
as tbe ''privileged class." This is the 
accurate description, for it is only by 
piivUeget-thiit capital can become op- 
pressive.' ,- • 


The one-1 thing needful, so far as poli- 


tics goesv-is to concentrate the political 
force of tte country—that is, the ballot 
—against* feuch partial legislation as a 
tariff taxand against the possession of 
any cbaftBr, franchise or special right 
whatsoever without full compensation 
to the people. 


Some ..monopolies are such that tho 


people should own them through their 
own government, just as they own the 
postoffioos. Others must be reached by 
taxatioifc Others again might be reach 
ed by reserving a percentage of gross 
earnings. Others again must be an- 
nulled by the abolition of tbe protec- 
tive tariff,-"the mother of trusts." In 
whatever way, monopoly must be de- 
prived of its special advantages over 
the natural uses of capital. 


Take away the madness for special 


privilegegTand for all special legisla- 
tion for special advantages, and capi- 
tal will flow into various natural chan- 
nels, in wholesome competition for 
meeting natural demands. In this way 
it can in nowise stand in opposition to 
labor. 


The truth of what I have written— 


namely, that special privilege in what- 
ever form, whether it be a tariff tax or 
a telephone franchise, is the real ene- 
my of good government, the real ene- 
my of^ labor, tbe real enemy of the 
natural use of capital—this truth must 
come home to the American people if 
they would save themselves from in- 
creasing corruption in public life, from 
increasing concentration of wealth and 
from increasing social discontent 


We have for a century been putting 


Into platforms the words "special priv- 
ileges to none." The time has come 
when we must put meaning into it and 
stand by the meaning in each particu- 
lar case.

It may seeni expensive to start plants 


under glass, yet many seasons it is the 
cheapest method.

Perhaps pieces of 
inverted sod are as good material as 
any for tlie beginner. Cut it in blocks 
from three to four inches square. 
Whether to use any manure in the bod 
depends upon the season.

hcans in sod. They did very well. AVe 
ne\er started tomatoes in sod. They 
can be readily transplanted without 
receiving much check.
